To day we are living in a 
world of reo rdered prio rities in which 
the inmate behind 
bars is returned 
there through the fault o f so ciety , and 
all policemen 
are painted with the 
same brush of 
graft, brutality and 
greed. 
Well, perhaps living by labels as we 
did in the past was no t intelligent, but 
ex changing 
one 
set 
o f 
labels for 


another, as we are prone to do today 
is also somewhat naiv e. 
Certainly , ex ploring the idea of a 
union for prisoners is a reasonable 
thing to do. prov iding the security of 
the prison is not jeopardized as War­ 
den J ohn Zelker feels it would be. The 
idea of a union wage for an inmate 
for work performed, and a union card 
and a decent job upon his release from 
behind the walls might be the proper 
step toward the hitherto unsuccessful 
missio n of 
rehabilitation, 
but 
let’s 
avo id 
the 
pitfalls 
of 
blanket 
be- 
nigness—let the plan, if it is ev entually 
accepted, be used to benefit only those 
inmates who truly want to become use­ 
ful citizens again. 
And 
let’s 
not m isplace labels

aren’t all bad. as citizens hav e found 
out when they needed one. 


Few er R eturns A udited 


One in every 56 individual inco me 
tax returns was audited last y ear as 
co mpared to o ne in 47 examined in 
19 7 0. Ho wever, the audits pro duced 
so me $3.4 billio n in additio nal tax pay ­ 
ments in 19 71. o r $300 millio n mo re 
than the y ear befo re. 
The repo rt o f Co mmissio ner Jo hnnie 
M. Walther o f the Internal Revenue 
Service sho wed that two -thirds o f all 
taxpay ers 
have 
mo re 
tax 
withheld 
than they o we each y ear. 
In 19 71, 
nearly 56 millio n taxpay ers received 
$19 .9 billio n in refunds, an average o f 
$349 each, as co mpared to $29 3 aver­ 
age in the previo us y ear. 
With tax return dates staring Amer­ 


icans in the face—March 15 for cor­ 
po rate returns, April 15 for indiv idual— 
taxpay ers should know how tax returns 
are chosen for audit. 
It is decided 
fro m the results of scanning of the re­ 
turns by computers. 
Computers rank 
returns according to error potential. 
Tho se with the highest probability of 
erro r are selected for audit. 
The 
computer-aided 
audit 
sy stem 
selected fewer returns for ex amination 
but tho se that were chosen were more 
erro r prone. They tell tax pay ers to be 
mo re careful in preparing their re­ 
turns. or hav ing them prepared, as the 
way to av oid audits and the possibility 
o f additional assessm ents.
